One of the most tragic
rackets in existence today is
that of the unscrupulous indi-
vidual who passes himself off
as a cancer expert in order to
make money from the fear
and suffering of cancer vic-
tims,

Millions of dollars have
been made by cancer quacks
out of desperate, frightened
people who have gone to
them for their “secret cures”
for cancer, Even worse, how-
ever, is that countless num-
bers of people have paid with
their lives for the gamble on
a sure or secret cure.

For the person who has
cancer in an early, medical-
ly curable stage, the useless
ministrations of the quack
may steal precious time dur-
ing which the cancer can
grow, spread and become in.
curable,

. . .
SOMETIMES persons who
do not have cancer are told
by the quack that they do.
The quack may then launch

into a long series of expen-

sive “treatments” which he
may credit with curing lhc|
non-existent disease.

For the person who actual-
ly has incurable cancer, the
quack raises false hopes,
parts the patient from large
sums of money and prevents
him from having the benefit
of measures which legitimate
physicians use to ease suffer-
ing.

In 1959 the California Leg-
islature passed a cancer anti-
quackery law to be adminis-
tered by the State Depart-
ment of Public Health, To
date, eight so-called treat-
ments or diagnostic agents
have been outlawed and the
practitioners of these
methods ordered to cease
such practice. Agents which
have been banned include
the following: Hoxsey for
treatment of cancer; Laetrile
for treatment of cancer; Koch
antitoxin for treatment of
cancer; Mucorhicin for treat-
ment of cancer; and Lincoln
Staphage Lysate for treat-
ment of cancer, Also outlaw-
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ed is the Bolen test for diag-
nosis of cancer.

Some of the clues to the
quack practitioner include: 1)
Secrecy of the procedure—
the “doctor” claims to have
a new, unusual secret cure
available only to himself; 2)
Claims of persecution—the
charlatan claims that he and
his “cure” are being saba.
toged by the medical profes-
slon; 3) Advertising and testi-
monials—the quack offers
testimonals of “cured” pa.
tients and may advertise his
services: 4) Refusal of consul-
tation—the quack does not
want his patient consulting
any other physician or spec-
falist; 5) Use of gadgets—the
quack may make use of a var-
lety of mechanical or electri-
cal devices; 6) Treatment and
cure—the quack always finds
the patient in need of treat-
ment, often promises cure.
